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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks page 2, applicant alleges that the 
"transmitter resource" only transmits part of an original RF signal, e.g. complete operating code, channel codes, etc. and that each 
transmitter transmit a single separate frequency. However, this is not claimed and the claim is read from the specification. Second, the 
claim recites "an output bus to which the transmission signals of the plurality transmission resources are applied" wherein applicant 
asserted the cited reference does not disclose a bus. However, a "bus" can be interpreted to be an interface electrical connection of lines 
connected together between two devices/elements wherein a switch provides an electrical connection via any one of the switch lines to 
the next device. Therefore, the mere claim language of a bus does not overcome the cited reference, Smith. Third, the combination of the 
second reference, Westall, for the antenna summer clearly has property of "storing the signals on the output bus" and the need or 
unnecessity of the Smith reference to have a summer is irrelevant since the motivation to combine is cited from the secondary reference, 
Westall, to queue the order of the transmitted signals from the memory buffer. Therefore, the rejection stands as set forth in the previous 
final office action, filed 2/01/06. 
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
